Dr. Nietert calls attention @ the cases 
of several patients, whose malady has been 
\@reatiy aggravated as a result of the im- 
pure milk supply, and adds that as a direct 
consequence one may die. 

Contaminated milk, Dr. Nietert declares, 
$s responsible for typhoid fever and kindred 
diseases and is especially dangerous in 
cases of appendicitis. 


REVOKE MILK CONTRACT. 

The contract for supplying the City Hos- 
pital with milk was let two weeks ago to 
Max Risch. 

His bid was a quarter of a cent lower on 
the gallon than that of any other Gairy- 
man. 

Dr. Nietert suggest that this «oncract can 
be revoked, and thinks that it ought to be 
done without delay.

LAYING DOUBLE TIiACKS 

The completion of a double track from Chicago to Omaha by 
the Chicago & Northwestern raiiway is another indication of the 
marvelous growth of the country within the past 20 years. 

In 1880 double tracks were not thought of in the West except 
im the neighborhood of large cities. In 1902 a double line stretches 
500 miles {rom Chicago to the Missouri river, and other lines are 
pushing similar improvements. The Union Pacific has determined 
to double track west of Omaha, and the Illinois Central will soon 
be similarly equipped from the lakes to the gulf. 

It is said that on many western lines the local traffic alone is 
epough to justify double tracking for long distances. But the 
Wanescontinentel lines expect an immense growth in Asiatic trade 
avd are getting ready for it.

Frederick Swain and His Strenu- 
ous Dog Will Be Defendants 
Before Judge Sidener. 


Now comes Albert Nathan, manager of 
the Young Men's Hebrew Association, be- 
fore Perry Post Taylor, city attorney of St. 
Louis, in the City Hall Police Court, this 
Sth day of July, A. D. 1902, and deposes 
and says: 

That on or about the 6th and 7th days of 
July, A. D. 1902, one Frederick Swain did 
violate an ordinance of the egaid city of St. 
Louis, entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance in revision 
of the General Ordinances of the city of 
St. Louis,” being ordinance No. 19,991, 
chapter 18, article 2, section 1459, approved 
April 3, 1900, in this, to-wit: 

That on or about the 6th or 7th day of 
July, as aforesaid, the said Frederick 
Swain did then and there wilfully dis- 
turb the peace of others and, particularly, 
of the said Albert Nathan by offensive and 
obstreperous conduct and carriage and by 
unusual noises and by unseemly language 
calculated to provoke a breach of the 
peace, contrary to the peace and dignity of 
the city, and the ordinance in such case 
made and provided. 

And the complainant, Albert Nathan, 
further alleges that the aforesaid Freder- 
ick Swain did further disturb the peace of 
Jeanette Nathan, wife of the complainant, 
and the children of the complainant, all in 
an unusual and remarkable manner, the 
circumstances of -which are here set forth: 


A White Dog 

of the Genus Bull. 

On or about the 6th day of July the said 
Frederick Swain, at that time unknown to 
the complainant, was walking west on the 
north side of Locust street. He was leading 
a white dog of the genus bull. In the course 
of his walk west from the West line of 
Beaumont street to the east line of Leffing- 
well avenue the then unidentiefid Swain 
was forced to pass the headquarters of 
the Young Men's Hebrew Association, of 
which the aforesaid Albert Nathan is man- 


ager. 

As the aforesaid Swain passed the asso- 
clation clubhouse the aforesaid white dog 
of the genus bull noticed a large, fine 
cat of sieek coat and aitractive appear- 
ance,.much prized by its owner, in the 
clubhouse yard. 

Instead of exercising a reasonable amount 
of restraint to compel the dog to remain 
outside the clubhouse gates, the complain- 
ant asserts and charges it to be the fac: 
that the aforesaid Swain suffered, per- 
mitted and allowed the aforesaid pale 
quadruped to enter the yard, barking and 
snarling, much to the terror of the afore- 
said valuable feline, at that particular time 
the sole occupant of the yard. 

Not only id the aforesaid Swain, by 

his failure to exercise ordinary care and 
precaution and watchfulness in control of 
the white bull pup, suffer, permit and allow 
the barking, terrifying animal to rush in 
the direction of the aforementioned costly 
and esteemed cat, but, such was his derilic- 
tion of the duty that he, as a citizen and 
taxpayer and property-owner, should have 
performed, that he laughed hilariously 
when the aforesaid bulldog chased . the 
aforesaid cat up a tall «tree: and the com- 
plainant, Albert Nathan, was compelled, 
much to his chagrin, not to say disgust, 
not having been a trained athlete in re- 
cent years, to climb the aforesaid tree and 
carry the valued and esteemed cat back «o 
the safe harbor inside the clubhouse. 
And the complainant further recites that 
on the following morning, the 7th day of 
July, the aforesaid Frederick Swain again 
appeared on Locust street, just about dusk, 
leuding the identical white bull pup men- 
tioned in the preceding paragraph. One 
end of a rope was attached to the collar 
of the aforesaid bulldog and the other 
rested in the brawny hand of the aforesaid 
Swain.

The complainant and his wife, Jeanetic, 
and their children were seated at 
instant on the front steps of the 
house aforesaid. The vicious canine. 
by reason of the failurs: of said Swain 
properly ard him, dashed up the tircnt 
steps and collided with the wife wf ihe 
complainant and frightened the chiidren. 
Then the bull pup aforesaid veered from 
the steps to the side yard, and, catching 
the cat. which it had on the aforesaid 6th 
day of July chased up a tree, thereupon bit, 
shook, chewed and otherwise so severely 
injured the feline that, wr the reputed 
possessor of nine lives, it died. 
And the complainant further declares and 
states to be a fact that, after learning the 
tragic results of the carelessness of the 
sal Swain, he advanced to the sidewalk 
and endeavored to remonstrate with him, 
whereupon Swain, at that time unknown to 
the defendant, replied in language that 
was loud and abusive and calculated to 
disturb the peace. 
And the complainant still further alleges 
that when he, the complainant, «hreatened 
to have the man with the red mustache, 
then unknown to him by name, arrested, 
the latter shouted in a loud tone and with 
forcible gestures: 
“Get back, you big stiff, or I'll 
you in the jaw!” 


Complainant’s Wife 
Identifies Defendant. 


Before complainant could 
offensive retort, the wife of compliainant 
advised him to cease from arguing with 
the owner of the aforesaid dog and to let 
her settle the matter. 

Thereupon, complainant explains, he sat 
on the steps. and as the whiskered owner 
of the aforesaid bulldog departed, the wife 
of complainant followed him. 

And the complainant § further declares 
that she learned that his name was Fred- 
erick Swain, as aforesaid, and that he con- 
ducted a grocery store at 2661 Olive stree: 
Whereupor complainant prays that a 
summons be issued against the aforesaid 
Swain, compelling him to enter appear- 
ance in court and show cause before the 
Hon. George B. Sidener why he should not 
be fined for disturbing the peace of the 
aforesaid Albert Nathan and Jeanette, his 
wife, contrary to the peace and dignity of 
the ordinances in such cases made and pro- 
vided. 


The summons was issued by Mr. Tavlor 
Tuesday afternoon, and Swain and his dog 
are commanded to appear as defendants in 
the City Hall Police Court next week, date 
not yet set.

PRESS AS THE COMMON ENEMY 


Officers Who Let Information Leak Out 
Will Be as Severely Reprimand- 
ed as in Wartime.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—The newspaper 
men have been thrown upon their own re- 
sources during the war game to be played 
off Long Island Sound this summer. All 
information is to be withheld from ‘by 
press, Just as in time of war. 

The correspondents wil] be obliged to em- 
ploy their wits in a good-natured contest 
with army and navy officers. Secretary 
Moody believes it will be important to know 
to what extent leaks can be prevented. For 
every important fast, supposed to be a 
secret, that appears fn print, the officer re- 
sponsible for allowing it to get out will be 
reprimanded quite as severely as if war ex- 
isted. 

Of course, there will be no such restric- 
tions placed upon newspapers as in ‘ime 


of actual war, since the government can 
not exercise the arbitrary power that it 
does then. 

There will be three forces in the contest— 
the army. the navy and the press. The 
latier will practically be regarded as a 
common enemy by the military factors. 
Both army and navy will guard their plans 
of operations as profound secrets, so that 
neither side may gain any advantage by 
knowing what the other purposes doing. 

Tt is not believed that Secre ary Moody's 

lan will interfere with the chartering of 
oats by the press to keep up with the 
warships as best can be done. 


STEEL ROADWAYS PROPOSED 


NEW YORK, July 9.—Experiments will 
shortly be made with steel roads. A com- 
mittee of the Automobile Club of America. 
appointed some time ago, has been at 


work on the scheme, but had about given 
up because of the difficulty experienced in 
prompt delivery on the special steel plates 
required. Chairman Seligman of the spe- 
clal committee has announced, however.

BO’S BODY. 


LEFT HIS HOME FOR CANDY 


Crack Boomerang Thrower Died of a 
Cold in Cleveland, and Was 
Embalmed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLEVELAND, July 9.—A tall man with 
bronze of tropical suns on his face stalked 
into Hogan’s undertaking rooms here yes- 
terday and said: “I want to see Tambo.”’ 

He was directed to «he Western Reserve 
Medical College, where he found the body 
of a young man, perfectly preserved. The 
feet, hands and legs looked like those of a 
monkey, the head was oblong and the halr 
was long and pecullarly silky, standing up 
almost straight. The stranger studled the 
body a moment and said: 

“He looks just like he did when he died 
in 1883. Poor old Tambo.”’ 

The stranger was R. A. Cunningham, 
once Barnum’s right-hand man. He brought 
ihe first Japanese troupe to America, the 
first cannibals, of which Tambo was one; 
the first Samoans, and has visited every 
known part of the globe, from Klondike to 
the Southern Pacific, in search of freaks 
or in charge of them. 

“Tambo was one of nine cannibals and 
boomerang throwers,’’ said Cunningham, as 
he tapped the dead man's chest. It gave 
forth a sound like the tap of a drum. “‘Bar- 
num s me South for them. I sailed from 
Austrd@@Ma, struck the gulf of Carpentara, 
and finally found tne cannibals. had a 
schooner chartered and I coaxed them on 
board by giving them candy and gaudy gar- 
ments—they love sweets. They wear no 
clothing and have no habitation, I caught 
one boy, two women and six men. 

‘Tambo was the chief: He caught cold 
in Baltimore and died here. When I found 
him dead, the other cannibals were wrap- 
ping him with rope and wanted to bury him 
in a mud ball and put it up in a tree, like 
they do at home. 

“Il had him embalmed here, and after 19 
vearas 1 find the body perfectly preserved. 

‘I took the others to Europe, but they 
died off, one by one. Some old Clevelanders 
will remember Tambo. He went down to 
the First Presbyterian Church here and 
threw a boomerang around the steeple. It 
came back and dropped at his feet. 

“You will notice those ridges on Tambo's 
skin. They make those by pushing sharp- 
pointed sticks under the skin, and when it 
dries there is a long ridge there. Then 
they shake the dry mud out. The more 
ridges he has, the bigger chief he Is. 

“T’'m too old to go after freaks now. I 
went after Eskimos two years ago, and 
froze my legs from the knee down. I'm 
not well now, and won't be for some time. 
Rut I'll never forget Tambo and his can- 
nibal friends. They'd steal knives from the 
stable and fight among themselves or with 
strangers. Once tn a while they'd go after 
me. They were like cattle. They followed 
me around, ate what was given them, and 
never showed delight except when théy had 
fish, candy or ice cream.”
